No information 
available for deduction 


The Wilmington Water & Sewer 
Commissioners were presented with a 
puzzle last Thursday 

Some people, number not specified, 
had called the Water Department 
office, and asked for information 
relative to a reduction of income 
taxes based off a percentage of the 
water bill paid. The employee who 
answered the phone had never heard 
of any such thing. None of those who 
called volunteered the name of the 
newspaper in. which the story had 
been read 

Sterling Morris, Wilmington town 
manager, has solved the puzzle, in 
part. There was a story in the Sunday 
Sun which seemed to chide the em- 
ployees of the (federal) internal 
revenue, for forgetting. 

Morris has asked a consultant for 
more information, 

In 1976, he was told, the IRS passed 
aruling that a percentage of taxes on 
water, sewer and solid waste was 
deductable, in income tax, as an 
itemized deduction. 

Based on what he was told, the 
average home in Wilmington should 
be able to deduct $50 from income 
taxes, for solid waste costs if the 
proper forms and computations are 
made. Also a home should be able to 
deduct about 80 of the water bill. 

But Wilmington town hall is not 
prepared to issue any statements. It 
has no legal right to do so, and if some 
information is given it has no way of 
guaranteeing that the information is 
correct. 

The information comes from a 
Revenue ruling, 76-45, in the year 
1976, of the IRS. If properly presented 
it can help deduct, money from the 
1979 income tax. 

Morris told the Town Crier that the 
IRS has told the town hall nothing that 
can be used, either officially,. or 
unofficially. 
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The bill must represent a tax, and 
not a service. The best bet, in one 
sense, is to on the IRS for information

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League of Women Voters 
looks at water quality 


‘This is the first of a series of articles 
submitted by the League of Women 
Voters ,of Wilmington which will 
exmainé the lems of water 
‘supply, water quality, some methods 
of conservation, how our drinking 
water supply has reached its present 
crisis situation and some solutions 
which have been proposed. 

Introduction 

In one-third of the communities in 
Massachusetts, the drinking water is 
contaminated by . hazardous 
materials. Some communities have 
imposed water bans (Wilmington 
included) and conservation measures 
because water supply is low. “Safe 
drinking water” is an issue that 1s 
‘more and more in.the headlines. 

The time is approaching - if not 
already here - when we must act to 
assure safedrinking water. But how? 

Shall we just move on to get clean 
water from another site as we have 
done in the past? Shall we or can we 
decontaminate existing supplies? 
Shall we stretch out what clean water 
we have with conservation measures? 
Do we, in fact, have ample water and 
just need to allocate it wisely? What 
role must the federal, state, and local 
governments play? And what is the 
role of the citizen? 

Water supply: quantity 

An estimated 1,300 billion gallons 
per day (BGD) of surface water is 
available in the continental United 
States. In addition, a potentially very 

ground water resource is still 
|. The Water Resources 
Council (a federal agency) has 
estimated that 355 BGD is withdrawn 
each day, but only 111 BGD is con- 
sumed. The remainder is returned 
for reuse, 
Considering the figuées, one may 
ask, “If we have so much water, why 
the fuss about supply?” The principal 
answer to the nationwide question is 
location. About 50 percent of the total 
supply is east of the Mississippi 
River, 20 percent is in the rather 
‘small area of the Pacific Northwest, 
and the rest of the country shares the 
remaining 30 percent. 

In addition, water use has increased 
markedly. Between 1900 and 1970 our 
population increased 2.5 times, but 
per capita water use increased 3.5 
times. Add to these problems the 
increased use of chemicals, 
ogee hazardous materials of all 

, and the pressure of develop- 
ment encroaching on watersheds, and 
you have not only a national picture 
it a microcosm of Massachusetts. 


Although Massachusetts receives 
an average of 43 inches of rainfall a 
year and by all yardsticks is a water- 
rich state, concern about water 
shortages has increased in the last 
decade. Because Massachusetts has 
been perceived to have an abundance 
of water, the water has been used 
excessively. It has been regarded as 
a “free good,” and few if any efforts 
have been made to conserve except in 
times of drought. 

Additionally, settlement patterns 
have developed without regard to 
water supply. The population is 
clustered in the eastern coastal area 
and the free-flowing streams are in 
the north central and western areas, 
especially in the Merrimack and 
Connecticut River valleys. 

Ground water sources in the east 
have been limited in quantity and now 
are limited severely by quality 
problems. In the west where acreage 
has been available for surface water 
impoundments (dam-formed lakes) 
and natural lakes and ponds abound, 
problems of road salt, viruses, bac- 
teria, and turbidity are rendering 
these impoundments suspect. 

Recharge management is not 
readily undérstood or practiced in 
Massachusetts. The balance between 
the water withdrawn, water diverted 
out of the area (by sewage treatment 
plants and regional sewers, for 
example), and the amount of runoff 
from blacktop areas, paved roads, 


houses, etc., has not been a serious 
concern of water managers. 

Consequently, water levels in the 
wells drop, salt intrudes, reservoirs 
refill too slowly, and towns and cities 
find themselves with a ‘‘water 
problem.” Because water supply has 
been primarily a local responsibility 
in Massachusetts too frequently those 
in charge have not had the technical 
ba to anticipate and deal 
with potential water problems, not 
have planning boards regularly 
considered the effect of development 
on the water supply. 

Some very farsighted water 
managers called for the construction 
of Quabbin Reservoir early in this 
century; and it was developed in the 
1940's. However, such a response to 
water demands is no longer possible 
because of lack of land area, and 
more importantly, because of an 
increased awareness of the rights of 
resident popiilations. 

Flood skimming of the Connecticut 
River or diversion from the Millers 
River system and the Merrimack 
River have been suggested as ways to 
increase the water supply to eastern 
Massachusetts. These suggestions 
will be discussed in a later article, but 
such diversions will not aid 
Massachusetts cities and towns whose 
water supply has become con- 
taminated. 

The next article will address 
problems on drinking water quality.

Police need those witnesses 
to at least report incidents to them 
and frequently to appear in court.

If the tem- 
perature drops to 9 degrees it is 
usually fatal to the person. The 
elderly person accounts for nearly 
half the victims. The reason for this is 
in advancing years one's body ¢x-* 
periences the. inability to recover 
from the stress of cold weather. The 
nervous system which transmits the 
signal for the control of the body 
temperature are not as effective. 
-Because the elderly are pa 
ticularly vulnerable they should 
consider keeping their homes at 70 
degrees; definitely no lower than 68 
degrees. Avoid prolonged exposure to 
cold. Wear adequate clothing, 
sweaters, robes, hats, thick sox and 
thermo underwear. 

If you are taking a drug containing 
phenothiazine which can impair the 
body's response to cold, consult your! 
physician, he might want to use a 
different medication,
